This provetb of King Solomon was 
the text chosen by Mr, McDonald, 
and he proceeded to apply it to the 
conditions existing in the Dominion 
of Canada to-day, After dwelling. on 
the rich natural resources of this 
country he referred to the present day 
political situniion on the eve ofa gen- 
eral elegtion.

_ Have High Ideals. 

Turning to a remedy for these evils 
Mr, McDonald stated that the only 
remedy was for the people to have 
high ideals. ‘To build wp a nation 
on the best foundation we must have 
high ideals or we will not have the 
highest and best form of government, 
We want something to love, some- 
thing to fight for in these ideals of 
ours. The church has its part in this, 
and preacher and politician should 
work together for the common good 
of the country, Some peopie prefer 
a deep chasm or a high wall between 
politics and piety; religion as fab as 
erga politics as far as practi- 
cal,’ 

_ “We need the aid of the newspapers 
in attaining. these high ideals,” con- 
tinued the speaker. “The most re- 
sponsible position under a responsible 
government are the respectable fai'y 
newspapers. Political parties may 
come and go, but the press has come 
to stay, The public scheols of «ur 
country are doing a great work in 
educating the youth of our land, but 
the newspapers reach thousands more 
than the schools. They help to mold 
public opinion, help the intelligent to 
form judgments and shape the im- 
pressions of the young. In the light 
of this.the newspapers should do care- 
ful in the next five. weeks of the ma- 
arid they send broadcast throughout 
the land, s0.ihat they will not teach 
the young crime scandals and politi- 
eal corruption.”

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Says Aged Missionary Father La- 
combe,. Who. Saturday Celebrated 
the Filty-Sixth Anniversary of 
His Coming to Edmonton—He 
Speaks in St. Joachim’s Church— 
Anniversary of This Diocese This 
Week, 


His Lordship Bishop Legal officint- 
ed at the evening services at St, 
Joachim’s last night, re-reading the 
act of consecration of the diocese, as 
the anniversary of tliis consecration 
oceurs this week, Sept, 22. aturday 
also was the fifty-sixth anniversary of 
Father Lacombe’s arrival in Edmon- 
ton, Setting out from St. Boniface 
with the blessing of the Venerable 
Bishop Provenchur, the young mis- 
sionary had made his. way. up. toward 
the Saskatehewan, valley, maping, tbe 
last pert of his Jones by, the. Hiud- 
60n Bay Company's boats.” 

In the it of St. Joachim’'s last 
night in a, brief address to the. people 
the venerable missionary referred to 
this, stating that he could recalt clear- 
ly that afternoon when he first saw 
Edmonton, with crowds of Indians and 
half-breeds awaiting the arrival of the 
boats, the great event of the year. 

Since then he had seen many 
changes in the country, much grand 
work: done. by the various aissionar- 
ies for the salvation of souls, and he 
felt it his duty to publicly: thank God 
for the many years that had been 


blessings he had received. As he 
could in no way adequately return 
thanks for these many favors he ask- 
ed his hearers to unite with him in 
prayer during the Benedectivn of the 
Blessed Sacrament, ‘to help me thank 
God for all that,”’ said the aged priest 
with emotion, 

Father Lacombe then talked in a 
most interesting way of the high du- 
ties and responsibilities of a& parish 
priest, who was responsible for the 
spiritual welfare of even the least of 
his flock, 

“But,” he continued, “it is not only 
the priest whe is obliged to look after 
the souls of mankind. Each one of 
us must not only work for our own 
salvation, but we aust help others, 
There are stupid Christiams—I know 
some of them—who say ‘That man’s 
conduct is none of my business. 1 go 
to church, | observe the laws of 
church and state. L do my duty.’ 

“So—thev think, these peaple, it is 
none of their buginess to help save 
sonls, and they will leok on, doing 
nothing, while a man drifts to ruin. 
But if those same people saw a fellow- 
man in danger of his life, would they 
not hurry to him with sympathy and 
kindness. Now, ig the sou! not worth 
more than the bedy? Surely; and we 
are every man among us bound to 
help our neighbor’s soul in so far as 


we can.’ 

Father Lacombe concluded with an 
eulogy of this provinee, its 4ftain- 
ments and outlook, and finally a 
strong and brief reference to his new 
project, a Home for the Destitute and 
Aged, which will pe located at Midna- 
pore on a site donated by Mr. Pat 
Burns of Calgary. The temporary 
buildings which will be pul up next 
spring will b eprovided for by popu- 
lar subseriptions.

THE CREAMERIES 
INCREASE OUTPUT 


The Average Price Obtained by the 
Farmer Will Also be Better 
This Year. 


“We look for an increase of 20 per 
cent, over last year in the octput of 
the credmeries of Alberta. The price 
Of butter per pound will be consider- 
ably better than. last year, but it ‘s 
impossible to state just what the aver- 
age price will be until all the butter 
is wold. The whole dairy outlook for 
the province is very encouraging in- 
deed.” 

This is the statement made to 
Bulletin representative this morning 
concerning the dairy outlook by 
Dairy Commissioner Marker, who 
came up from Calgary last evening. 
Mr. Marker said that the most pleas- 
ing feature of the dairy situation is 
that the production is keeping up 30 
remarkably well. Last’week the out 
put was up to the mark for the cor 
responding week of 1906, which was 
the best season theyprovince ever had 

“This goes to show,’ said. Mr 
Marker, “that farmers are realizing 
the benefit derived from. keeping up 
the supply during. the seagon when 
the highest price, is being, paid for the 
product. It, also shows that they 
are sending their milk te the cream- 
ery, instead of keeping .it for the 
home. production of buttér to cater to 
the. local market. Farmers are be- 
winning to see that the creamery 
lessens the cost of production and 
that it is to their best, interests to 
patronize a creamery as long as they 
have cream to dispose of.” 

Patronize the Creameries, 
“Ry making a comparison of the 


market quotations for dairy and 
ereamery butter,”’ continued Mr 
Marker, “I find that on the dairy 


butter shipped east there is a loss to 
the province of from $1,500 to $2,000 
per car shipment, Taking last year 
as a basis, 20 cars of dairy butter 
goes to the eastern markets at low 
prices, and the same quantity ‘s 
brought in at another season of tue 
year at an increase of 50 per cent. in 
price. The remedy tor this is that 
the farmers shouji: patronize tan lee)

Alt the butter is consigned 
to this agent at Calgary by weekly 
shipments, and he is able to secure 
better prices on large orders than it~ 
dividual ereameries could do. The 
government creameries have not de- 
parted from their system of having 
all the butter handled through the 
Calgary office.”

While riding down Namayo avenue 
on Saturday afternoon on a’ bicyele,

The Natural History association, or 
about fifteen members of it, put in a 
pleasant and profitable couple oi 
hours én Saturday afternoon, down by 
the river bank. It was geology day 
and it was decided to give some at- 
tention to the auriferous sands of the 
Saskatchewan. The. chief interest of 
the trip was secing the gold washing. 

Through the cowrtesy of Mr. Huff 
the party saw the whole process, It 
was a personally conducted tour. They 
were conveyed by wagon on board 
the dredge which “was biting ap a 
yard and a half of gravel at a seoop 
and dumping it through the hopper 
of the loading platform into the wag- 
ons which were coming in a steady 
stream to carry the bed material to 
the crushers. While the party were 
on board, the dredge cleaned up every- 
thing within the radius of the scoop, 
moved ahead, anchored, picked up the 
loading platform on the end of the 
arm and swung it, man and all, on 
to new ground without a hitch, except 
the one on the end of the arm. 

The scene at the washing and crush- 
ing plant was quite interesting. The 
mud and sand were washed from the 
stones and gravel at its highest point 
of elevation, The stones passed into 
a cylinder sereen and the largest pas- 
sed through the heavy crusher and 
up a cup elevator to be again sereen- 
ed and the largest pieces put through 
a second crusher to come out in little 
peobles. Stones weighing up to 30 or 
40 pounds were being reduced to road 
material by the machinery. 

The wash-up from the gravel passed 
into a sluice laid with blankets into 
which the gold flakes and heavy sands 


dropped, Mr, Huff illustrated the 
work of washing the blankets and 
panned a quantity of sand at the 


bank and though washing sounds like 
a simple process there was consider- 
able interest for the green spectator’s 
in Mr, Huff's work. The mud was 
cleared off in short order and only a 
shining black sand remained. When 
the wet sand was run from one side 
of the pan to the other the heavier 
tiny particles and flakes of gold could. 
be seen in the wake of the sand. The 
mercury was put in to do its work and 
though the operator said it was lazy, 
from too much previous work, it was 
soon carrying all the gold in the pan 
and no particle could be traced in the 
sand. The mercury was run through 
a handkerchief and the gold, with a 
slight mixture of mereury, remained 
and wes made into a nice pellet and 
presented to one of the ladies of the 
purty. Flakes of platinum were traced 
in the sand after the gold was taken 
out, 

the party were highly pleased with 
the trip and especially with the work.
